BI3CU5SI0R;  Considerable  experience  was  gained  by  the  7th  Bat- 
talion^  9th  Artillery  in  supporting  AR7N  operations  during  this  reporting 
period.  Ihiring  recent  operations  AR7M  units  have  been  reluctant  to  use 
artillery  in  dieeet  support  of  their  maneuver  elements.  On  several  occa- 
sions.  this  battalion  had  tried  to  convince  both  the  American  advisors  and 
the  Afira  oonBSnders  on  the  value  of  artillery  in  contributing  to  highly 
successful  operations. 

QBSfflyATHm;  Throu^  the  efforts  of  American  oonnanders  and 
advisors*  AR7N  ooananders  are  now  beginning  to  show  increased  interest 
iB  the  use  of  artillery  in  supporting  their  operations.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  eventual  effect  will  be  that  AE7N  commanders  will  begin  to  utilise 
their  own  artillery  more  effectively. 

Utilisation  of  Survey. 

BE8CD3SI0N:  The  Battalion  increased  its  use  of  survey  to  a 
■asked  degree  during  the  reporting  period.  judicious  use  of  air 
transportation*  the  battalion  Survey  Team  has  been  moved  to  battery 
positions  to  establish  control.  It  had  been  found  t^at  within  this 
Battalion*  s  area  of  operations  gsod  use  can  be  made  of  the  survey  data 
available  and  on  many  occasions  surv^  can  be  brought  in  to  even  remote 
battery  positions. 

Unless  the  fixing  batterj"^  is  established  near  a  survey  control 
point*  the  coordinates  of  its  location  are  U8\»lly  obtained  from  a  map 
inspection,  ^he  establishment  of  directional  control  had  been  the  most 
important  ourvsy  requirement  encountered,  ^he  directional  control  may 
be  established  by  four  general  methods*  ^zimuth  gyro,  traverse,  astro¬ 
nomical  observation*  and  simultaneous  observation,  ^he  latter  two  are 
being  used  most  frequently  by  this  unit.

OBSERVATION :  Tieverse  Is  the  slowest  method  of  establiehlng 
directional  control.  Traverse  oper-tions  may  introduce  up  to  0,1  mil 
error  for  each  angle  turned  and  the  traverse  must  "close"  to  guarantee 
any  accuracy  at  all.  This  is  a  problem  >diere  there  is  little  or  no 
previous  survey  control.  The  security  of  the  survey  party  could  also 
be  a  major  problem,  as  the  party  often  may  spread  over  a  large  area  and 
each  member  must  concentrate  on  his  work  and  not  on  the  surrounding 
area,  ^ence,  at  least  a  squad  of  Infant  17  would  have  to  be  attached  for 
their  security. 

The  asimuth  gyro  creates  problems  when  used  to  establish  dlred- 
tional  control  during  operations  due  to  the  sensitivity  of  the  equipment, 
The  equipment  is  large  and  bulky  and  affected  easily  by  rough  handling, 
difficulty  has  been  encountered  by  moisture  condensing  in  the  control 
indicator  box,  Tq  addition,  the  opetation  of  the  azimuth  gyro  ie  affected 
by  groTuid  vibrations,  moving  vehicles,  the  filing  of  howitzers,  and  par¬ 
ticularly  by  wind  or  air  vibrations  caused  by  helicopters. 

Astronomical  observations  such  as  sun  shots  or  star  shots  require 
a  minimum  of  equipment  and  personnel.  T^io  survey  personnel  may  be  dropped 
with  the  advance  party  and  have  an  accurate  azimuth  established  for  the 
fire  stqpport  base  within  an  hour,  T^ese  observations  are  dependent  only 
upon  the  line  of  si^t  to  celestial  bodies. 

Simultaneous  observations  is  the  fastest  method  for  establishing 
or  extending  directiorral  control.  The  battalion  has  used  this  method  to 
jprovide  directional  control  to  one  or  more  batteries  at  the  same  time. 

Once  a  battery  has  control,  it  may  provide  it  to  adjacent  batteries.

for  use  in  siaultaneous  observations.  As  long  as  the  batteries  do  not 
move  out  of  radio  range  of  the  base  camp,  this  method  will  be  the  quickest 
and  easiest  method  of  establishing  control.  If  good  communications  are 
not  established,  astronomical  observations  will  be  the  next  desired  method. 
Both  methods  require  a  minimum  of  personnel,  equipment,  and  time  when 
coiqpared  to  traverse  or  the  azimuth  gyro.  The  battalion  should  train  and 
utilize  their  organic  survey  parties  so  that  as  a  minimum,  accurate 
direqjbional  control  can  be  provided  to  the  firing  elements.

This  would  provide  the  unit  witn  the 
capability  of  establishing  acctirate  direction  under  all  weather  and  visi¬ 
bility  conditions.  Altliough  tne  equipment  is  bulky,  heavy,  and  sensitive 
to  external  disturbances,  it  is  being  used  effectively  by  other  artillery 
units.  Units  that  do  employ  the  azimuth  gyro  laave  developed  confidence  in 
the  equipment  through  training  of  instrument  operators,  employment  of 
proper  techniques,  and  experience  in  its  use.  This  matter  has  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  subordinate  units.
